PARISHIONERS SUBDUE ATTACKER WHEN GUN JAMS, POLICE SAY 


MARYVILLE, III. A suburban St. Louis pastor 
shot and killed during his Sunday sermon 
deflected the first of the gunman’s four 
rounds with a Bible, sending a confetti-like 
spray of paper into the air in a horrifying 
scene parishioners at first thought was a 
skit, police said. 

The gunman strode down the aisle of the 
sprawling brick First Baptist Church short- 
ly after 8 a.m., exchanged words with Rev. 
Fred Winters and began firing a .45 caliber 
semiautomatic pistol until the gun jammed 
and parishioners wrestled him to the 
ground, said Illinois State Police Director 
Larry Trent. 

“We thought it was part of a drama skit ... 
when he shot, what you saw was confetti,” 
said parishioner Linda Cunningham, whose 
husband is a minister of adult education at 
the church. “We just sat there waiting for 
what comes next not realizing that he had 
wounded the pastor.” 

Two parishioners then tackled the gun- 
man as he brandished a four-inch knife, and 
all three suffered stab wounds, Trent said. 
The gunman and one victim were flown to 
a St. Louis hospital, where both underwent 
surgery 

The other victim was treated for slash 
wounds and released. 

“Things like this just don’t happen in 
Maryville,” Mayor Larry Gulledge said. 
“We’ve lost one the pillars of our commu- 
nity, one of our leaders.” 

Authorities didn’t know whether 
Winters, a married father of two who had 
led the church for nearly 22 years, and the 
gunman knew each other, though no one at 
the church seemed to recognize him. Police 
described the gunman as a 27-year-old from 
nearby Troy but would not release his name 



pending possible charges. 

“We don’t know the relationship 
{between the gunman and pastor], why 
he’s here or what the circumstances came 
about that caused him in the first place to 
be here,” said Illinois State Police Master 
Trooper Ralph Timmins. 

Rev Mark Jones, another First Baptist 
pastor, said he briefly saw the gunman 
before a weapon was pulled. Jones then 
walked to an adjacent room and did not see 
the shooting, though he heard a sound like 
miniature firecrackers. 

“We have no idea what this guy’s motives 
were,” Jones said outside the church. “We 
don’t know if we’ll ever know that.” 



Trent did not have details of Winters’ 
conversation with the gunman. 

“Right now all we know is that the sus- 
pect said something to the pastor and the 
pastor said something back,” he said. 

Winters was pronounced dead on arrival 
at Anderson Hospital in Maryville, said hos- 
pital spokeswoman Natalie Head. 

“Our great God is not surprised by this, 
or anything,” Nate Adams, executive direc- 
tor of the Illinois Baptist State Association, 
said in a statement. “That he allows evil and 
free will to have their way in tragedies like 
this is a mystery in many ways. But we know 
we can trust him no matter what, and draw 
close to him in any circumstances.”

They allege that 
Yelp representatives 
have offered to rear- 
range positive and negative reviews for com- 
panies that advertise on the site or sponsor 
Yelp Elite parties. 

Ina Pinkney of Ina’s restaurant in the West 
Loop said that last summer a Telp salesper- 
son offered to “move up my good reviews if I 
sponsored one of their events. They called it 
rearranging my reviews.” 

The owner of More Cupcakes, Patty 
Rothman, said that last fall a Telp Chicago 
staffer walked into her Gold Coast shop and 
“guaranteed us good reviews on the site if we 
catered one of their parties for free.” Offended 
but resigned, Rothman complied. And just as 
promised, positive reviews bloomed for their 
business right after the party, Rothman said. 

Other Chicago businesses told the Tribune 
of similar experiences but asked to remain 
anonymous. 

In a conversation with the Tribune, Yelp 
CEO Jeremy Stoppelman denied the allega- 
tions, saying, “I guarantee that there is no link 
between” review placement and advertising. 
He said that the people selling the ads have no 
access to the architecture of the site and so can- 
not influence placement or review content.

One couple’s ‘Ebony 
Experiment’ attempts to 
stimulate black economy

Maggie Anderson drives 14 miles to buy 
groceries, which might seem curious given 
that she lives in bustling Oak Park. She and 
her husband, John, patronize gas stations 
in Rockford and Phoenix, 111 . They travel 
18 miles to a health food store in Chicago’s 
South Shore neighborhood for vitamins, sup- 
plements and personal care products. 

The reason? They want to solve what they 
call “the crisis in the black community” They 
want to buy black. 

The Andersons, African-Americans who 
rose from humble means, are attempting to 
spend their money for one year exclusively 
with black-owned businesses and are 
encouraging other African-Americans to do 
the same. It is part experiment, part social 
activism campaign. 

They call it the “Ebony Experiment.” 

“More than anything, this is a learning 
thing,” said Maggie Anderson, who grew up 
in the Liberty City neighborhood of Miami 
and holds a law degree and MBA from 
the University of Chicago. “We know it’s 
controversial, and we knew that coming in.” 

But the Andersons said they also have

known that a thriving black economy is 
fundamental to restoring impoverished 
African-American and other “underserved” 
communities, and they have discussed for 
years trying to find a way to address the 
problem. 

What they came up with is provocative. 
One anonymous letter mailed to their home 
accused the Andersons of “unabashed, 
virulent racism. Because of you,” the writer 
stated, “we will totally avoid black suppliers. 
Because of you, we will dodge every which 
way to avoid hiring black employees.” 

Apart from that letter, a solid majority 
of comments they’ve received have been 
encouraging, the Andersons said, adding that 
most people see the endeavor as beneficial to 
all. 

“Supporting your own isn’t necessarily 
exclusive,” said John Anderson, a financial 
adviser who grew up in Detroit and has a 
Harvard degree in economics and an MBA 
from Northwestern, “and you’re not going to

convince everybody of that.” 

The undertaking “is an academic test 
about how to reinvest in an underserved 
community” and lessen society’s burden, John 
Anderson noted. Eocusing the estimated $850 
billion annual black buying power on black 
businesses strengthens those businesses, 
creates more businesses, more jobs and 
stronger families, schools and neighborhoods, 
the Andersons and other advocates said. 

Lawrence Hamer, associate professor of 


marketing at DePaul University, called the 
Andersons’ project “brave and courageous,” 
and said its logic was “exactly right.” But it 
probably will be futile in achieving meaningful 
impact in the black economy, he added. 

“It’s just so hard for a small group of 
individuals to have an impact on something 
that’s so huge,” said Hamer, an African- 
American. “It’s almost like a viral marketing 
campaign. It only works if enough people 
catch the virus.” 


What’s your sign? Air travel security gets personal

You may have been patted down at airports 
or suffered the indignity of having your dirty 
laundry from a vacation searched at screening 
checkpoints. Now prepare yourself for secu- 
rity to get a little more personal. 

Passengers making airline reservations 
soon will be required to provide their birth 
date and sex in addition to their names as 
part of aviation security enhancements the 
9/11 Commission recommended. 

The information provided at the time seats 
are booked must exactly match the data on 
each traveler’s ID. 

The new program, called Secure Plight,

shifts responsibility for checking passenger 
names against “watch lists” from the airlines to 
the Transportation Security Administration. 
Only passengers who are cleared to fly by the 
TSA will be given boarding passes. 

Personal data on most passengers will be 


retained for no more than seven days, agency 
officials said. 

But privacy advocates say the changes 
amount to a system of government control 
over travel. US. airlines carry about 2 million 
passengers per day 

Opponents also have protested that 
combing through personal information won’t 
result in better security 

“The right to travel is being compromised 
by this fallacy that somehow there is a list of 
all the bad guys and that we can keep them off 
the plane,” said Richard Sobel, a researcher 
with the Cyber Privacy Project, which focuses 
on government intrusions of privacy rights. 


Requiring the airlines to collect more 
personal information will improve the 
quality of the watch lists that contain names 
of possible terrorism and criminal suspects, 
federal authorities said. 

It’s also being done to reduce the 
misidentification of innocent travelers who 
are mistakenly placed on “no-fly” lists because 
their names are similar to those found on 
watch lists— a situation the TSA calls “a 
frustratingly common occurrence.” 

The extra steps of recording a passenger’s 
birth date and sex are set to begin early this 
year on domestic flights and in late 2009 on 
international routes, according to the TSA.

WASHINGTON The new president’s first address to 
Congress loomed and Barack Obama had convened 
a few trusted advisers in the Oval Office. 

Seated in a chair beside the fireplace, Obama 
turned his attention to a 27-year-old with close- 
cropped hair among the aides 
perched on the office couch. 

His instructions were familiar. 

“You and I always tell a story 
pretty well. I still want to make 
sure we do that here,” Obama 
said, according to one partici- 
pant. 

Behind a president defined 
more by his oratory than any 
political figure in a generation is 
chief speechwriter Jon Favreau, 
whose work with Obama began 
soon after the Illinois senator 
arrived in Washington four years ago and who knows 
the president’s ideas and rhythms so well that Obama 
has called him a mind-reader. 

Throughout the nearly two-year-long presiden- 
tial campaign, Favreau lived a life of constant dead- 
lines and caffeine-fueled nights, carrying Obama’s 
1995 autobiography, “Dreams From My Father,” and 
committing to memory the 2004 Democratic con-

vention speech that introduced Obama to the coun- 
try He now works one floor below the president, in 
a basement office in the West Wing. 

Favreau has played a role in such pivotal moments 
as Obama’s speech on race, a New Hampshire pri- 
mary concession speech that became a rallying point 
for the campaign, the acceptance 
speech at the Democratic con- 
vention in Denver and Obama’s 
widely hailed election-night vic- 
tory speech in Grant Park. 

The White House denied a 
request for an interview with 
Favreau. But aides said Obama’s 
speeches often begin with the 
president dictating his thoughts to 
Favreau and the speechwriter shap- 
ing them into a draft that is then 
passed back and forth between the 
two men. 

His best friend since middle school. Josh Porter, 
dates Favreau’s interest in politics to a high school 
leadership seminar the two attended in Washington. 

A high point was the sudden appearance of then- 
President Bill Clinton’s motorcade while the two 
were standing near the Capitol. 

“He just loved DC.,” Porter said. “He just loved the 
idea of how much power there is there.”

From homeless to Web celeb 


□ HOUSTON Until a few weeks ago, Tim 
Edwards was just another one of the 
men begging for change at a busy Houston 
underpass, ignored by most drivers who 
sped on past without a glance. 

Now, thanks to an Internet marketing 
campaign and unlikely allies, Edwards has 
become the human face of homelessness 
to thousands of online viewers drawn to his 
Web site by its deliberately controversial 
name — Pimp This Bum. 

During regular Webcasts, dozens of 


visitors to pimpthisbum.com ask questions 
about Edwards’ life and his slow fall from 
office manager with a home, a car and a 
future to an outcast short of hope and with 
little prospect of help. 

The Web site also is a venue where 
visitors can donate money, services and 
goods to help Edwards yank himself out 
of homelessness. 

Some homeless advocates say it makes 
Edwards a victim of exploitation, but 
the organizers say that edgy tone is what 


makes the project succeed. 

“We wanted to insult people’s sensitivities 
so that they would go to the site and see 
Tim, and people seem to have fallen in love 
with him. He’s funny and doesn’t blame the 
world for his situation,” said Kevin Dolan, 
55, a marketing specialist from the Houston 
suburb of Katy who started the Web site 
with his 24-year-old son, Sean. 

If the site had been called “Help the 
Homeless,” many Web surfers might just 
have clicked on past, says Sean.

standoff 

Guinness may be the king of Irish 
stouts, but is it the best?

Few beers are more synonymous with the Emerald Isle than 
Guinness — one reason that an estimated 500 bars around town fea- 
ture the stout on draft. But Guinness isn’t the only game in town. 

Beamish Stout, brewed in Cork, Ireland, since 1792, is making 
a fast gain in Chicago. The number of local bars with the stout on 
tap has grown to 95— roughly a 300 percent growth from two years 
ago when it switched distributors. Slightly sweeter than Guinness, 
Beamish is gaining a foothold by billing itself a “working man’s” 
Irish stout. 

With a rivalry between the beers dating back to a time when 
Chicago itself was founded, it’s about time these two beers went 
head to head.

Guinness: 1759. 

Beamish: 1792. 

Advantage: Guinness, by 33 years. 


WHERE IT’S BREWED 

Guinness: All Guinness Draught (that includes draft, 
bottles and cans) sold in the U.S. is brewed in St. James’s 
Gate in Dublin, says Guinness brewmaster Fergal Murray, 
so you’re drinking the same stuff here as across the pond. 
But Guinness also operates breweries in 50 different 
countries that produce variations such as Guinness Extra 
Stout, a Canadian-brewed version that’s more alcoholic 
and uses more roast barley (grown in Canada, not Ireland) 
for a sharper, more pungent flavor. 

Beamish: “Every drop of Beamish comes from the core 
brewery in County Cork, Ireland,” says Niall Little, district 
manager for Beverage Alliance, which distributes Beamish 
throughout Illinois. 

Advantage: Beamish. All Ireland, all the time. 

CHICAGO-AREA BAR PRESENCE 

Guinness: About 500 taps. 

Beamish: About 95 taps. 

Advantage: Guinness. More is more. 

IDEAL TEMPERATURE 

Guinness: 36 to 45 degrees. 

Beamish: 34 to 36 degrees. 

Advantage: Tie. A cold beer is a refreshing beer-whether 
it’s 34 or 45 degrees. 

ALCOHOL CONTENT 

Guinness: 4.2 percent 
Beamish: 4.1 percent 

Advantage: Tie. You should have no trouble standing 
after downing a couple pints of either. Unless you already 
have trouble standing. 

CALORIES PER 12-OUNCE SERVING 

Guinness: 125 
Beamish: 130 

Advantage: Guinness. Fewer calories-even 5-means 
you can justify drinking more. 


VARIANTS AVAILABLE IN CHICAGO 

Guinness: Two, Guinness Draught (kegs, bottles and 
cans featuring a widget, a plastic device that helps form 
a proper, creamy head to the beer) and Guinness Extra 
Stout (bottles only). 

Beamish: One, available in kegs and 16-ounce cans. 
Advantage: Guinness. More options means you can get 
exactly what you want. 

IRISH CAR BOMB SUITABILITY 

Guinness: Excellent. Like peanut butter and jelly, some 
combinations, like Jameson, Baileys and Guinness, just 
work. 

Beamish: Fair. Like New Coke, sweeter isn’t necessarily 
better. 

Advantage: Guinness. You can’t mess with the original. 

CAPACITY FOR HEAD ART 

Guinness: The gloriously thick head is the perfect canvas 
for drawing shamrocks, potatoes or just about any other 
Irish cliche you can imagine. 

Beamish: Ditto. You can draw almost anything in 
Beamish’s thick and creamy head. 

Advantage: Tie. 

BREWERY’S FORMER USE 

Guinness: Before St. James’s Gate Brewery was leased 
by Arthur Guinness, the four-acre site (which now 
encompasses 64 acres) was, well, a rundown brewery. 
Beamish: Beamish & Crawford’s brewery facility used to 
be a prison. 

Advantage: Beamish. Former prison beats out former 
brewery any day-but not for long. Beamish’s production 
will soon be moved to Lady Well brewery, where 
Heineken, Murphy’s Irish Stout and other Heineken 
products are produced for the Irish market. 

THE WINNER 

Guinness. Few beers are more iconic, which makes it hard 
to dethrone. But Beamish is gaining fast-and given its 
smooth, sweet taste, we won’t be turning down a pint of it 
anytime soon.

''[JustinJimmediately kind of went into the 
vocai booth and said, 'Oh, IVe got an idea,' 
and started singing this meiody that ended 
up being the chorus of the song," Corneii 
said. "It was really amazing to watch. This 
guy works really fast and is an incredible 
singer." 

'Scream’ 

This cathartic mid-tempo track, which features a spoken 
interlude by Timbaland, is about “communication 
breakdown” in relationships. 

“That’s one of the most universai songs i’ve 
ever been abie to do,’’ Corneii said, “i’ve been 
performing it over the iast coupie months 
and seen the reaction of peopie who have 
never heard the song before, and haifway 
though the first chorus they’re singing it 
back to me.”

That’s unusual: Vizslas ranked 42nd in popu- 
larity nationally last year, and no other big city 


counted Vizslas in its top 10, according to the 
AKC. Chicago’s No. i most popular dog, the 
reliably happy Labrador retriever, also is the 
most popular dog nationally, a title the breed 
has held for the past 18 years.

leave your side, Vizslas “think they’re lap 
dogs,” said Parise, 36, who lives with two 
Vizslas (8 -year-old Stone and 3 -year-old 
Rockit Dog) in his Lakeview home. 

But they’re also sporty, requiring about 
an hour of exercise per day Breeder Kathy 
Engelsman of JNEK Vizslas in Glen Ellyn 
says Vizslas may be popular in Chicago 
because of the lakefront, which attracts 
young, active people who want a dog to 
exercise with. 

“We wanted a dog that was a balance 
between high-energy and being able to sit 
on the couch,” said Alyssa Scott, 27, as her 
2-year-old Vizsla, Ridgley squirmed on 
his leash. Scott and her husband, Caleb 
Metzger, 28, who live in Elgin, said they 
take Ridgley mountain climbing with 
them. 

Of course, every breed has its die-hard 
fans, and nowhere was that more evident 
than at the International Kennel Club 
dog show last month at McCormick 
Place, considered the Westminster of the 
Midwest. More than 2,000 dogs from 171 
breeds from all over the country strutted 
their stuff to vie for Chicago’s top pure- 
bred prize. 

The two Best in Show winners were 3- 
year-old Sadie, a Scottish Terrier, and 4- 
year-old Lincoln, a Brussels Griffon. 

But outside of the show ring, attendees 
flocked to the Bulldogs waddling around 
in their rescue tent. 

The popularity of Bulldogs has been 
rising fast, and in 2007 they muscled into 
the country’s top 10 for the first time in 70 
years, according to the AKC. In Chicago, 
Bulldogs jumped to No. 5 last year from 
No. 8, according to the AKC. 

City-dwellers often like Bulldogs 
because they don’t need a lot of exercise, 
said Molly Marino, president of Chicago 
English Bulldog Rescue, as her 5-year-old 
Bulldog, Mr. Meatball, stretched out on 
the floor at her feet. 

Also, “they’re kind of addictive,” said 
Marino, 35, of Logan Square. “They 
snort, they fart, they’re lovable, they 
have big personalities. They’re kind of 
like humans.” Mr. Meatball, incidentally, 
is better known as Deep Dish, Comcast 
SportsNet’s mascot in its Eans’ Best 


Eriend campaign. 

The downside of the Bulldog’s rise 
is that often people don’t realize what 
they’re getting into with the illness-prone 
dog, so they give them up, Marino said. 

Medical bills for Bulldogs average 
$1,500 a year because they have a hard 
time breathing, they’re prone to skin 
infections and have eye issues, she said. 

Some dog lovers worry that enthusi- 
asm about President Obama’s dog choice 
might provoke similarly uninformed 
purchases. The Obamas have narrowed 
their search down to a Labradoodle or a 
Portuguese Water Dog. Michelle Obama 
confessed to People magazine that she 
prefers the latter, in part because it would 
be easy on daughter Malia’s allergies. 

Dustin Coleman, 31, said he fell in love 


with Portuguese Water Dogs because 
they’re friendly and playful, but noted 
that they’re not for everyone. His 22- 
month-old dog. Sailor— who sat stoi- 
cally on a grooming bench at the IKC 
show— demands a lot of exercise, and his 
fluffy hair must be groomed about once 
a month, said Coleman, who lives in Et. 
Wayne, Ind. 

The Lab, meantime, can expect to 
maintain its reign over the canine king- 
dom. If there is any doubt the Lab is 
Chicago’s No. i dog, consider the IKC 
dog show announcer’s introduction for it 
during the sporting group competition. 

“Its dense coat,” the announcer said, 
“can withstand cold beyond measure.” 

Sounds about right.

Whether you want a purebred, a designer dog or 
a mutt, shelter directors encourage prospective 
dog owners to check shelters and rescue groups 
first. 

“We have a Labradoodle right now, and some 
6 -month-old Puggles,” said Rochelle Michalek, 
executive director of PAWS Chicago. About 25 
percent of shelter dogs are purebreds, according 
to the American Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. 

The city’s Animal Care and Control has been 
getting more healthy, sociable and purebred 
dogs recently because pet owners who have 
fallen on hard economic times are having to 
give them up, said Charles Craft, director of 
programs and services. The pound recently got 
two Miniature Schnauzers and two purebred 
Doberman puppies, he said. 

Still, the most frequent customers at the 
pound are Pit Bulls, Craft said. They’re hard 
to adopt out because many think the breed is 
aggressive, and some landlords don’t allow them 
because of insurance issues. Craft said. 

Small dogs are generally the most popular at 
shelters. ‘Any dog under 10 or 20 pounds gets 
adopted in minutes,” said Dr. Robyn Barbiers, 
president of the Anti- Cruelty Society and a vet- 
erinarian. 

Giant breeds, like Great Danes and St. 
Bernards, are hardest to adopt out, Barbiers 
said. 

The city pound last year euthanized 5,218 of 
the 10,881 dogs it took in, but all were for health 
or behavioral reasons. Craft said. The euthani- 
zations are not broken down by breed, he said. 

While people often have an idea of what they 
want their dogs to look like, shelter directors 
advise that it’s most important for the dog to 
match your lifestyle. Half of the 2 to 3 million 
dogs that show up at shelters each year are being 
relinquished by owners (the others are strays), 
and behavioral problems are cited in 40 to 50 
percent of those cases— often the result of a 
deficit in training or because people choose the 
wrong dog, said ASPCA executive vice presi- 
dent Stephen Zawistowski. 

PAWS offers a function called “Meet your 
Match,” developed by the ASPCA, which color- 
codes available dogs according to their tem- 
peraments (such as “Wallflower” or “Life of the 
party”), and offers adopters a companion life- 
style questionnaire. Temperament depends on 
the individual dog, and varies within the breed. 

Though Chicago life can be hard on some 
breeds because of the cold or cramped quar- 
ters, most dogs adapt, Barbiers said, and there 
are plenty of mixed-breeds in need of a good 
home. 

“I always recommend mutts because they’re 
hardier,” Barbiers said.
